Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  Condition  of  the  County  Borough  of 
Swansea. 


SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

Swansea  is  an  industrial  town,  and  its  chief  industry  is 
metallurgy,  the  manufacture  of  iron,  steel  tinplate,  copper  and 
spelter ; Swansea  is  the  exporting  port  for  the  western 
portion  of  the  South  Wales  coalfield.  During  two  or  three 
summer  months,  Oystermouth  and  Langland,  and  even  the 
western  residential  area  of  the  old  town,  are  used  as  health 
resorts  by  visitors,  who  are  attracted  by  the  opportunities  for 
bathing  and  enjoyment  at  the  Bays  and  off  the  Cliffs,  and  on  the 
fine  stretch  of  Swansea  Sands. 

The  population  of  the  Borough,  as  estimated  by  the 
Registrar  General,  was  161,750  a decrease  of  2,350  on  the 
previous  year.

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

The  birth-rate  was  15.14  which  is  a slight  decrease  on  the 
previous  year  15.58. 

The  general  Death-rate  12.75  is  a slight  increase  on  the 
previous  year  12.43.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was 
(12.4)  and  the  125  great  towns  (12.5). 

The  Infant  Death-rate  56,  is  below  that  for  England  and 
Wales  58,  and  that  of  the  125  great  towns,  62.  It  is  the  lowest 
Swansea  infant  death  rate  yet  recorded. 
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The  Maternal  Mortality  Rate,  calculated  on  all  births 
(living  and  still  births),  was  3.8  as  compared  with  6.6  for 
last  year.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  this  year 
was  3.11.  (See  page  TO). 

The  following  Table  gives  the  births,  birth  rates,  deaths, 
and  death  rates  from  various  specified  diseases  for  Swansea, 
England  and  Wales  and  the  125  great  towns.

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

Diphtheria. — The  number  of  diphtheria  cases  notified  was 
439.  The  previous  year  the  number  was  312.  The  Ward 
distribution  of  the  notifications  was  : — 

Alexandra  29,  Brynmelyn  54,  Castle  7,  Clase  46,  Ffynone  73, 
Fforestfach  24,  St.  Helens  7, St.  Johns  40,  Kilvey  1 1,  Landore  18, 
Llansamlet  14,  Morriston  34,  Oystermouth  5,  Penderry  9, 
Sketty  3,  St.  Thomas  46,  Victoria  19.  The  Ward  distribution 
of  deaths  is  given  in  Table  IV.,  page  10. 

The  number  of  deaths  was  24,  a death-rate  of  0.148  and  a 
fatality  rate  of  5.4.  The  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
was  0.07  and  for  the  125  great  towns  0.08. 

The  increased  fatality  rate  is  explained  by  the  fact  that 
the  cases  were  not  so  mild  in  character  as  in  previous  years. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation. — Diphtheria  immunisation,  which 
was  commenced  last  year,  continued  in  1937.  The  parents  of 
the  children  attending  the  Infants’  Schools  were  offered 
facilities  for  their  children  to  be  immunised  and,  during  the 
year,  840  availed  themselves  of  the  facilities. 

Enteric  Fever. — No  case  was  notified. 


Dysentery. — Si.\ty-five  cases  of  dysentery  were  notified  in 
the  last  quarter  of  the  year  ; 32  from  the  Mental  Hospital  and 
33  from  the  districts.  The  notifications  were  not  confined  to 
one  particular  district.  The  illnesses  were  of  a mild  type  of 
short  duration  and  not  necessitating  admission  to  Hospital. 
Bacteriological  investigations  showed  that  the  prevailing 
infection  was  preponderatingly  of  the  mild  Sonne  variety. 

Small-pox. — No  case  was  notified. 

Scarlet  Fever. — There  was  a greatly  increased  prevalence  of 
scarlet  fever.  793  notifications  as  compared  with  310  in  the 
previous  year.  The  cases  were  more  or  less  evenly  distributed 
throughout  the  town.  They  were  not  of  a sevei'e  character, 
and  there  were  only  two  deaths.  The  accomm.odation  of  the 
Isolation  Hospital  was  not  equal  to  the  task  of  admitting  the 
cases  for  isolation  and  it  was  found  necessary  to  isolate  at  their 
homes  patients  that  under  more  normal  conditions  would  have 
been  admitted  to  hospital. 
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Acute  Primary  Pneumonia. — ^The  number  of  cases  notified 
was  166.  Of  these  51  were  amongst  children  under  5 years  of 
age,  and  44  in  persons  over  45  years  ol  age.  There  were  125 
deaths  from  all  forms  of  Pneumonia  registered.  Of  these  19 
were  under  1 year  of  age.  and  17  between  1 and  5 years.  68 
were  over  45  years  of  age. 

Malaria. — One  case  of  malaria  was  notified  and  was 
admitted  to  Hill  House  Hospital.  The  infection  was  contracted 
abroad. 

Encephalitis  Lethargica. — One  case  was  notified  from  the 
General  Hospital  where  the  patient  was  nursed  and  died. 
There  were  three  other  cases  ascertained  from  the  death  returns. 

Measles. — There  was  an  increased  prevalence  of  measles. 
There  were  eleven  deaths  as  compared  with  three  in  the  previous 
year. 

Poliomyelitis. — ^Three  cases  were  notified  during  the  year, 
and  two  were  admitted  to  Hill  House  Hospital,  and  on  discharge 
received  treatment  at  the  Orthopaedic  Clinic. 

Cerebro-Spinal  Fever. — Four  cases  of  cerebro-spinal  fever 
were  notified,  two  from  the  General  Hospital,  of  which  one 
died  ; two  were  admitted  to  Hill  House  Hospital  and  one  died. 

Whooping  Cong/r.— There  was  1 death  from  whooping  cough. 

INFANT  MORTALITY. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  (56)  is  the  lowest  recorded.  The 
rate  for  the  125  great  towns  was  62,  and  for  England  and 
Wales  58.  The  number  of  infant  deaths  under  one  year  was 
138  ; 63  or  nearly  half  died  within  one  week  of  birth. 

Premature  birth  was  responsible  for  52  deaths,  pneumonia 
19,  bronchitis  8,  whooping  cough  1,  measles  2,  and  diarrhoea  7. 

The  highest  Ward  rates  were  Waunarlwydd  96,  Alex- 
andra 81,  Clase  and  Landore  78.  The  lowest  were  St.  Johns 
34,  Ffynone  36,  Sketty  37,  St.  Helen’s  40,  Oystermouth  42, 
Kilvey  43. 

STILL  BIRTHS. 

There  were  139  still-births,  which  is  a still-birth  rate  per 
1000  of  the  population  of  0.85.  60  of  these  were  attended  by 

Midwives  only,  in  79  cases  there  was  a medical  practitioner 
in  attendance  at  birth.

Nearly  as  many  infants  are  still-born  as  die  after  live-birth 
and  before  reaching  one  year  of  age,  53,6  still-born  per  1000 
births  (live  and  still-births),  as  compared  with  a corresponding 
rate  of  56  after  live-births. 

The  139  still-births  should  be  considered  along  with  the 
63  deaths  of  infants  under  one  week  of  age,  as  the  same  causes 
are  at  play  in  both  groups.  The  two  together  show  202  infant 
lives  lost  each  year.  With  a consistently  diminishing  birth  rate, 
it  is  a matter  of  importance  that  deaths  from  these  causes 
should  be  combated.  It  should  be  possible  at  least  to  reduce 
the  number  of  these  deaths — still-births  are  really  deaths,  some 
of  them  are  alive  at  the  onset  of  labour.  If  as  much  attention 
were  directed  to  this  mortality  rate  as  is  directed  to  combating 
the  maternal  mortality  rate,  the  reduction  that  we  are  now 
witnessing  in  the  latter,  might  also  be  achieved  in  the  former. 
It  is  a problem  for  the  maternity  service.  The  measure  of 
efficiency  and  success  of  the  maternity  service  (medical  and 
nursing)  should  not  be  gauged  merely  by  the  reduction  of 
mortality  amongst  the  mothers,  but  also  by  the  reduction  of  the 
figures  of  still-births  and  deaths  at  an  early  age.  The  Infant 
Welfare  service  has  successfully  helped  to  reduce  the  infant 
mortality  rate  excepting  in  deaths  amongst  infants  of  an  early 
age,  for  which  they  cannot  be  held  responsible  as  up  to  that 
age  the  babies  are  in  the  charge  of  the  Maternity  service.

TUBERCULOSiS. 

Notifications. 

293  new  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  formally  notified  under 
the  Tuberculosis  Regulations  1930,  made  up  of  226  pulmonary, 
10  glandular,  5 spine,  8 hip,  7 other  bones  and  joints,  10  abdomen, 
peritoneum  6,  adenitis  14,  5 meningeal,  other  forms  3.  In 
addition  9 cases  came  to  the  notice  of  the  department  from 
death  returns  received  from  the  local  Registrars.  186  (63.5) 
of  the  notifications  were  primarily  received  from  the  Tuberculosis 
Officer,  and  in  addition  52  (17.7)  of  the  cases  were  secondarily 
notified  by  him,  so  that  in  all  81.2%  of  the  notified  cases  came 
under  the  observation  of  the  Tuberculosis  Officer. 

Out  of  the  154  deaths  from  tuberculosis,  9 (a  ratio  of  1 in  17) 
were  not  notified  during  life  ; these  were  : tuberculous  meningitis 
5,  peritonitis  1,  verterbra  1,  pulmonary  2.  Of  the  145  deaths 
of  notified  cases,  53  died  in  the  first  year  of  notification  (29  within 
one  month  of  notification),  22  in  the  second,  9 in  the  third,  8 in 
the  fourth,  and  24  had  been  notified  over  five  years.

Prevention. — All  notified  cases  are,  after  receipt  of  notifica- 
tion, visited  by  the  Health  Visitom,  who  give  advice  as  to 
precautions  to  be  taken  for  preventing  the  spread  of  infection, 
and  inform  patients  of  the  free  facilities  available  at  the  Tuber- 
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culosis  Institute  for  treatment  and  for  the  examination  of 
contacts.  1939  visits  to  new  and  to  old  cases  were  made  during 
the  course  of  the  year.  Nurses  inquire  into  the  sanitary 
condition  of  the  premises  and  report  defective  conditions  to  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors  Department.  Very  useful  preventive  work 
is  the  provision  of  bed  and  bedding  so  as  to  arrange  for  separate 
sleeping  accommodation.  The  department  had  338  beds  and 
8 chalets  on  loan  in  the  homes  of  consumptives  on  31/12/37. 
Sputum  flasks  are  provided  at  the  dispensary.  Disinfectants 
are  supplied  from  the  Health  Office  on  the  recommendation 
of  the  Health  Visitor. 

Disinfection  of  rooms  and  bed  clothing  is  carried  out  after 
death  or  removal  of  patient  to  Institution  or  on  special  request. 
1273  rooms  were  disinfected  during  the  year. 

Diagnosis  and  Treatment. 

The  Welsh  National  Memorial  Association  with  whom  the 
Council  have  contracted  for  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis,  have 
a Tuberculosis  Officer  (Dr.  C.  W.  Burns)  and  an  Assistant 
Tuberculosis  Officer  (Dr.  G.  Prosser  Evans)  stationed  at  Swansea. 
The  dispensary  and  out-patients’  department  is  at  10  Grove 
Place.  Their  field  of  work  extends  beyond  the  area  of  the 
Borough ; it  includes  Llwchwr  Urban  District,  Pontardawe 
Rural  District,  and  Gower  Rural  District. 

The  number  of  tuberculosis  patients  on  the  Swansea 
Dispensary  Register  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  1192,  1152  of 
these  were  returned  as  definitely  tuberculous,  and  the  re- 
mainder were  under  observation  pending  diagnosis. 

The  work  of  the  health  visitors  is  co-ordinated  with  the  work 
of  the  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  ; one  of  the  health  visitors  devotes 
her  whole  time  to  the  work  of  the  Dispensary,  and  she  serves 
as  a link  between  the  Dispensary  and  school  and  infant  clinics 
and  the  health  visiting  staff.  The  Tuberculosis  Officer  is  enabled 
to  caU  for  special  reports  from  the  Health  Visitors,  and 
personally  to  discuss  cases  with  the  nurses.

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Swansea  patients  were  admitted  to  other  Institutions — Tawe  Lodge,  Swansea,  16  ; City  Lodge,  Cardiff, 
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Mortality. — There  were  154  deaths  from  all  forms  of 
tuberculosis  (125  pulmonary,  29  other  forms),  the  pulmonary 
death  rate  was  0.77  per  1000  of  the  population.  In  1936  the 
number  was  102,  the  rate  being  0.62.  The  annual  average 
number  of  deaths  from  Phthisis  during  the  ten  years  1927-36 
was  143,  making  an  average  death  rate  of  0.87.  The  number  of 
deaths  from  this  disease,  pulmonary  and  non-pulmonary  in 
Swansea  public  institutions  was  23  (Tawe  Lodge  9,  Swansea 
General  Hospital  11,  Cefn  Ceed  Hospital  2,  and  1 at  another 
Institution),  and  22  Swansea  patients  died  at  the  Hospitals 
or  Sanatoria  of  the  Welsh  National  Memorial  Association.

Swansea  Hospital  Clinic. — The  total  number  of  new  Swansea 
patients  (not  including  sailors)  in  attendance  at  the  Swansea 
General  Hospital  Clinic  was  61  syphilis  (33  men  and  28  women), 
6 soft  chancre  (6  men),  242  gonorrhoea  (196  men  and  46  women), 
and  28  (25  men  and  3 women)  conditions  other  than  venereal 
disease  ; total  337.  The  number  of  new  sailors  under  treatment 
was  27  syphilis,  8 soft  chancre,  57  gonorrhoea,  and  34  conditions 
other  than  venereal  disease,  a total  of  126.  In  addition  69 
patients  (56  sailors  and  13  civilians)  were  dealt  with  for  the  first 
time  but  were  known  to  have  received  treatment  at  other  centres. 

There  were  also  remaining  under  treatment  or  observation 
on  the  1st  January,  1937,  462  civilians  (360  men  and  102  women), 
and  109  sailors.  In  addition  44  patients  (7  sailors  and  37  civilians) 
previously  removed  from  the  register,  attended  for  treatment. 
Of  the  1147  patients  treated  during  the  year,  963  were  men 
(665  civilians  and  298  sailors)  and  184  women.

Dr.  Helen  Muir,  Medical  Officer  of  the  Clinic,  reports  as 
follows  : — 

“ The  number  of  new  cases  has  increased  from  531  in  1936 
to  676  in  1937.  Of  these,  syphilitic  cases  have  increased  from 
22  to  60  and  gonorrhoeal  cases  from  92  to  149.  The  total 
attendances  are  up  6%  in  1937. 

The  cures  in  syphilis  cases  are  4 and  in  gonorrhoea  28  ; 
both  figures  showing  a slight  decrease  due  to  lack  of  time  to 
follow  up  and  inability  to  treat  any  more  patients  at  a session, 
average  attendance  being  45. 

Only  one  case  of  ophthalmia  in  1937  was  due  to  the 
gonococcus,  5 in  1936,  7 in  1935,  and  22  in  1928.  This  gradual 
disappearance  of  eye  danger  to  infants  in  the  first  few  weeks 
of  life  is  due  to  ante-natal  treatment  of  the  mothers. 

577  Routine  Wassermans  were  taken  from  ante-natal 
patients  at  Trinity  Place  Clinic.  39  or  7.5%  of  these  were 
positive.  This  only  emphasises  the  fact  that  routine  Wasser- 
mans should  be  taken  at  all  clinics.  None  of  these  ante-natal 
mothers  showed  any  signs  or  symptoms  of  syphilis  beyond  the 
positive  blood  test  and  most  of  them  appeared  in  fairly  good 
health.  All  cases  treated  ante-natally  and  with  full  courses 
had  non-specific  children.

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BLIND  PERSONS’  ACT. 

The  Blind  Persons  Act  is  administered  through  the 
agency  of  the  Swansea  and  South  Wales  Institution 
for  the  Blind.  The  Institution  maintains  workshops  for  the 
employment  of  journeymen  and  the  training  of  the  blind  at  its 
headquarters  at  Northampton  Place,  Swansea. 

Registration. — No  name  is  entered  in  the  Blind  Register 
until  a report  has  been  obtained  from  the  Ophthalmic  Surgeon 
(Dr.  H.  E.  Quick),  who  sees  the  patients  at  the  School  Clinic, 
Grove  Place,  certifying  that  the  person  is  blind  within  the 
meaning  of  the  Act.  If  a patient  is  for  any  reason  unable  to 
attend  at  the  Clinic  he  is  visited  at  his  home  by  one  of  the 
Assistant  Medical  Officers,  who  in  that  event  supplies  the 
certificate  after  consultation,  if  necessary,  with  the  Ophthalmic 
Surgeon.

Prevention  of  Blindness  — 

All  persons  suffering  from  a severe  degree  of  defective  vision 
possibly  amounting  to  blindness  are  submitted  to  the 
Ophthalmic  Surgeon  for  report,  who  is  asked  to  state  in  his 
certificate  whether  the  person  is  blind  within  the  meaning  of 
the  Blind  Person’s  Act.  He  is  also  asked  to  state  whether 
ophthalmic  treatment  is  required,  and  when  he  repKjrts  that 
such  is  the  case,  steps  are  taken  to  refer  the  case  for  treatment 
to  the  General  Hospital ; the  Council’s  Ophthalmic  Surgeon  is 
also  Senior  Ophthalmic  Surgeon  to  the  Swansea  General  Eye 
Hospital.  If  glasses  are  prescribed  the  necessary  steps  are 
taken  by  the  Blind  Persons’  Act  Committee  to  provide  glasses 
in  necessitous  cases. 

There  is  no  special  educational  provision  made  for  the 
partially  sighted  children  by  the  Education  Committee  ; but 
these  children  are  kept  under  continuous  medical  supervision  by 
the  Ophthalmic  Surgeon  at  the  School  Eye  Clinic,  until  they  are 
16  years  of  age.

Hensol  Colony — Proposed  Additional  Accommodation. 

During  this  year,  the  final  instalment  of  accommodation 
at  Hensol  under  the  arrangement  of  1929  became  available  and 
was  occupied. 

I'n  March,  a communication  was  received  from  the  Clerk 
to  the  Glamorgan  County  Council  stating  that  the  Mental 
Deficiency  Committee  had  under  consideration  a scheme  for 
further  extension  of  the  accommodation  at  Hensol  Colony  from 
460  to  1,000  beds,  and  that  they  were  desirous  of  discussing 
with  the  Swansea  Council  and  the  other  two  County  Boroughs 
(Merthyr,  Cardiff)  the  question  of  reservation  of  accommodation 
in  the  enlarged  scheme  and  invited  the  Council  to  appoint 
representatives  to  meet  representatives  of  the  Glamorgan 
Committee  at  Cardiff. 

A conference  was  held  on  April  13th.  In  a letter  from 
the  Clerk  to  the  Glamorgan  County  Council  conveying  the 
results  of  the  conference,  it  was  stated  that  Glamorgan  desired 
“ that  the  obligations,  devolving  upon  the  Glamorgan  County 
Council  and  the  County  Boroughs  under  the  agreement  arrived 
at  at  the  Conference  on  January  24th,  1929,  whereby  one  third 
of  the  accommodation  in  the  proposed  colony  scheme  was  to 
be  reserved  for  County  Borough  cases,  be  regarded  as  no  longer 
binding  on  any  of  the  authorities  (subject  to  three  months 
notice  to  terminate  the  present  arrangement)  and  that  in  lieu 
of  this  arrangement  the  respective  County  Boroughs  should 
state  specifically  the  total  number  of  beds  they  require  reserved 
for  them  in  the  extended  scheme  for  1,000  patients,  and  that 
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it  be  a condition  of  any  new  agreement  that  the  County 
Boroughs  should  pay  for  the  specific  number  of  beds  reserved 
whether  or  not  the  beds  were  actually  occupied.” 

The  report  of  the  Swansea  representatives  in  attendance 
at  the  Conference,  and  the  letter  from  Glamorgan,  were  con- 
sidered by  the  Mental  Deficiency  Committee,  and  it  was  resolved 
to  ask  the  Glamorgan  Mental  Deficiency  Committee  : 

(a)  to  reserve  out  of  the  additional  proposed  accom- 
modation at  Hensol  Colony  60  beds  for  Swansea  patients, 
making  with  the  60  beds  already  allotted  for  Swansea 
patients  a total  of  120  beds  at  the  Institution,  it  being 
understood  that  provision  will  be  made  at  the  Institution 
to  take  all  classes  of  defectives. 

{b)  to  agree  to  the  effective  continuance  of  the  appoint- 
ment of  two  representatives  of  the  Swansea  Mental 
Deficiency  Committee  on  the  Actual  Management  Com- 
mittee of  the  Institution  as  agreed  at  the  Conference  held 
in  January,  1929. 

The  Glamorgan  County  Council  applied  to  the  District 
Commissioner  for  the  Special  Areas,  South  M'ales,  for  financial 
assistance  towards  the  cost  of  the  proposed  extension  to  the 
Colony. 

The  Commissioner  convened  a conference  of  the  four 
authorities  which  was  held  in  Cardiff  in  October.  The  Com- 
missioner explained  that  he  could  legally  make  a grant  only 
in  respect  of  capital  expenditure  attached  to  such  accommoda- 
tion as  may  be  required  for  patients  residing  in  the  Special 
Areas,  and  that  he  had  called  the  conference  to  have  an  exact 
knowledge  of  the  allocation  of  the  existing  and  proposed  new 
beds  between  the  Glamorgan  County  Council  and  the  three 
County  Boroughs  participating  in  the  scheme.  At  the  sugges- 
tion of  the  Commissioner,  a further  conference  of  the  Glamorgan 
County  Council  and  the  three  County  Boroughs  was  held 
towards  the  end  of  December,  to  arrive  at  a definite  basis 
specifying  with  precision  the  number  of  beds  reserved  for  the 
respective  County  Boroughs. 


Llwyneryr  Training  Home -{certified  Institution  for  Females). 

This  institution  which  is  situated  in  Pentrepoeth  Road, 
on  the  outskirts  of  Morriston,  was  opened  on  March  2nd,  1933. 
It  is  certified  for  26  high  grade  to  medium  grade  female  defectives. 
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The  Staff  was  augmented  this  year  by  the  appointment 
of  a Handicraft  Teacher.  The  Staff  consists  of  a Matron, 
Assistant  Matron,  Handicraft  Teacher,  Lady  Cook,  and  a 
Handyman  Gardener. 

3 patients  were  transferred  to  other  institutions,  2 to 
Hensol,  one  to  Hortham,  and  there  were  3 new  admissions. 
At  the  close  of  the  year  there  were  24  patients.  There  is  no 
patient  on  licence. 


In  November,  an  Inspector  of  the  Board  of  Control  visited 
the  Institution  and,  subsequently,  the  following  report  was 
sent  to  the  Town  Clerk  : — 

“ I visited  this  home  to-day  and  saw  the  24  girls  at 
present  resident  there.  Since  the  last  visit  3 girls  have 
been  transferred,  two  to  Hensol  Castle  and  one  to  Hortham 
Colony,  and  three  others  have  been  admitted,  aU  from 
their  own  homes.  It  is  expected  to  admit  two  others 
shortly  and  leave  one  bed  empty  for  emergency.  No 
patients  are  at  present  on  licence  and  none  are  going  out 
to  daily  work.  One  girl  was  in  a situation  for  some  months, 
but  has  returned,  owing  chiefly  to  different  arrangements 
being  made  by  her  employer.  I discussed  the  question  of 
licence  with  Miss  Street,  who  considers  that  at  present  the 
only  three  girls  who  from  the  point  of  view  of  mentality 
and  training  would  be  suitable  for  work  outside  are 
physically  handicapped.  It  is  quite  obvious  that  a number 
of  girls  here  are  unlikely  ever  to  be  suitable  for  work 
outside. 

In  the  meantime,  the  girls  who  are  resident  here  live 
an  active  life  filled  with  varied  tasks  and  recreations. 
Much  care  is  given  to  the  making  and  preservation  of 
clothing  and  the  appearance  of  the  girls  both  at  work  and 
at  leisure  does  great  credit  to  the  organisation.  An 
additional  member  of  the  staff  has  been  appointed,  giving 
better  facilities  for  securing  that  the  girls  have  individual 
help  in  their  training  and  that  the  staff  have  sufficient 
free  time.  To  accommodate  the  additional  helper  a new 
bedroom  has  been  contrived  out  of  a boxroom  on  the  top 
floor.  Walks,  shopping  parties,  visits  to  the  cinema, 
picnics,  and  attendance  at  the  local  church  all  provide 
opportunities  for  the  girls  outside  the  home.  It  is  hoped 
that  a guide  company  may  be  found  practicable  ; one 
member  of  the  staff  has  herself  taken  part  in  Guide 
activities  and  would  be  able  to  help  in  this  direction. 
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The  house  is  being  gradually  re-decorated  throughout. 
I would  suggest  the  provision  of  a large  plate  rack  over 
the  scullery  sink  and  a new  draining  board  for  the  kitchen 
sink.  The  meat  safe  is  not  well  placed  and  needs  renovation. 

All  parts  of  the  house  are  well  kept  and  there  is  at  the 
same  time  plenty  of  evidence  that  the  girls  enjoy  the  house 
as  their  home. 

Meals  are  good  and  varied.  Plenty  of  vegetables  are 
provided  from  the  garden  and  much  is  done  to  preserve 
fruit  and  vegetables  for  home  use.  Supper  is  given  to  ail 
the  girls.  Bedtime  is  8.30  p.m.,  and  I was  interested  to 
hear  that  wireless  is  allowed  in  the  dormitories  after  the 
girls  are  in  bed. 

Pocket  money  varying  from  Id. — 3d.  per  week  is 
issued  and  a few  girls  get  6d.  a week. 

Two  girls  who  have  had  dental  extractions  would 
probably  benefit  from  dentures.

13  of  the  pupils  are  brought  to  the  Centre  by  guides,  4 are 
brought  by  parents,  and  the  others  are  unaccompanied.  A 
cooked  mid-day  meal  is  provided.  19  receive  their  meals  free, 
others  make  a payment  of  4d.  per  meal. 

Female  Handicraft  Centre. 

This  is  held  on  the  same  premises  as  the  Occupation  Centre, 
but  in  a separate  part  of  the  building,  and  is  under  the  care  of 
the  same  Staff.  The  class  is  held  only  in  the  afternoons. 
Attendances  at  all  these  Centres  is  voluntary  and  it  is  difficult 
to  get  girls  to  attend  the  Handicraft  Centre  for  the  reason  that 
parents  find  them  of  some  use  at  home.

Male  Industrial  Centre. 

This  Centre  is  held  at  the  St.  Catherine’s  Hall,  Clifton 
Row,  off  Alexandra  Road.  The  occupations  provided  are  boot 
repairing,  brush  making,  coir  mat  making,  rug  making,  wood 
chopping  and  bundling.  The  hours  of  attendance  are  from 
10  a.m.  to  12.30  p.m.  and  2 p.m.  to  4.30  p.m.  The  Superin- 
tendent and  some  of  the  boys  remain  at  the  Centre  during  the 
midday  interval.  There  is  no  accommodation  for  preparation 
of  meals  and  the  boys  bring  sandwiches.  They  are  all  given 
one-third  of  a pint  of  milk  each  session. 
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The  Staff  was  increased  in  January  of  this  year  by  the 
appointment  of  an  Assistant  to  the  Superintendent.  Since 
the  appointment  better  progress  has  been  made  with  physical 
training,  but  this  Centre  still  suffers  through  lack  of  facilities 


for  outdoor  recreation  and  physical  training.

Midwives  Act. 

The  number  of  midwives  practising  in  Swansea  at  the  end 
of  the  year  was  o5.  .36  were  employed  by  the  Council  ; 21  as 

domiciliary  midwives,  9 on  the  staff  of  the  Maternity  Hospitals 
and  6 at  Tawe  Lodge  Public  Assistance  Institution,  1 by  the 
Dunvant  and  Killay  District  Nursing  Association,  the  remaining 
18  were  in  independent  practice,  .5  of  whom  reside  in  the 
County. 

Of  the  55,  31  are  general  trained  nurses  with  a Central 
Midwives  Board  Certificate  and  24  certified  midwives  only. 

The  Superintendent  of  IMidwives  made  225  visits  of 
inspection  to  midwives — 194  routine  and  31  specials. 
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The  following  is  a copy  of  the  Return  sent  to  the  Welsh 
Board  of  Health  showing  the  work  of  the  midwives  for  the 
year  1937  ; —

As  stated  in  last  year’s  Report,  the  Council  submitted  to 
the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  a scheme  for  carrying  out  its  duties 
under  the  Midwives  Act,  1936. 

With  the  sanction  of  the  Minister,  the  appointed  day  for 
the  commencement  of  the  Scheme  was  postponed  from  July  30th 
to  October  1st. 

Three  whole-time  salaried  sister  midwives  (unmarried) 
and  eighteen  ordinary  midwives  appointments  were  advertised. 
There  was  only  one  suitable  applicant  with  adequate  district 
experience  for  the  sisters’  posts,  so  it  was  decided  to  appoint 
ordinary  midwives  instead  of  two  sister  midwives.  Of  the 
twenty  ordinary  midwives  appointed,  two  were  designated  as 
supernumeraries  and  instructions  were  given  that  the  sister 
midwives’  posts  be  reviewed  at  a latei  date. 

Eighteen  of  the  appointments  (including  the  Sister  Midwife 
— a Queen’s  Jubilee  Nurse)  were  made  from  amongst  midwives 
already  in  private  district  practices  in  Swansea. 

Central  Midwives’  Home. 

Of  the  twenty-one  newly  appointed  midwives,  ten  are 
unmarried  women  ; four  of  the  latter  had  large  district  practices 
and  so  were  left  to  continue  to  work  in  their  old  districts. 
It  was,  however,  decided  that  the  remaining  six  unmarried 
midwives  should  be  asked  to  reside  together  and  work  as  a team 
under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  Sister.  Premises  at  36,  Lion 
Street,  were  rented  and  furnished.  The  premises,  however,  are 
not  large  enough  to  house  all  the  members  of  the  team  and  two 
of  them  reside  together  at  St.  George’s  Terrace. 

It  is  the  established  policy  of  the  Council  that  all  new 
appointments  to  the  Midwifery  Service  shall  be  restricted  to 
single  women  who  are  also  general  trained  nurses. 

Surrender  of  Certificates  and  Compensation. 

Seventeen  midwives  surrendered  their  Certificates  ; eight 
were  reported  to  be  incapable  of  efficientl}^  performing  their 
duties  for  reason  of  age  and  infirmity,  and  they  were  com- 
pensated on  the  basis  of  five  times  their  annual  net  emoluments  ; 
another  six  voluntarily  surrendered  their  Certificates  and 
were  compensated  on  the  basis  of  three  times  their  annual  net 
emoluments. 
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Ante  Natal  Clinics. 

Dr.  Mary  Marsh,  Medical  Officer  in  charge  of  the  Trinity 
Place  Ante-Natal  Clinic,  reports  as  follows  : — 

The  ante-natal  clinics  have  been  well  attended  again  this 
year.  The  number  of  mothers  who  attended  and  were  confined 
is  the  same  as  in  1936  (1331)  but  the  total  number  of  attendances 
has  increased  by  nearly  a thousand,  this  is  due  to  the  fact  that 
the  mothers  are  attending  the  clinic  at  a much  earlier  stage  of 
pregnancy.  A second  clinic  session  a week  has  been  arranged 
at  Morriston  and  is  well  attended. 

There  are  many  mothers  attending  the  clinics  who  would 
benefit  by  admission  to  Hospital  during  the  ante-natal  period 
for  rest  and  extra  feeding.  This  is  impossible  to  arrange, 
partly  due  to  the  lack  of  accommodation  at  the  Hospitals,  and 
partly  due  to  the  fact  that  the  mother  has  no  one  to  leave  in 
charge  of  her  home  and  young  children.  This  is  a severe 
handicap  to  the  work  of  the  clinics.  Increased  hospital  accom- 
modation and  a system  of  Home  Helps  are  needed. 

Every  municipal  midwife  attends  at  an  ante-natal  clinic 
once  a fortnight.  A patient  who  has  engaged  a municipal 
midwife  is  advised  to  attend  on  the  day  her  midwife  is  in 
attendance  at  the  clinic.  The  patient  is  then  examined  by  the 
Medical  Officer  and  the  midwife  together,  and  her  case  discussed. 
In  this  way  there  is  a much  closer  co-operation  between  the 
work  of  the  ante-natal  clinics,  and  the  confinements  by  the 
midwife  at  home  than  there  was  with  the  same  midwife  when 
she  was  in  independent  practice. 

Practising  independent  midwives  are  also  invited  to  attend 
at  the  ante-natal  clinics  with  their  patients,  but  they  seldom 
take  advantage  of  the  offer.

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Dental  Treatment  of  expectant  and  nursing  mothers. — Dental 
treatment  is  provided  for  mothers  referred  from  the  Ante-Natal 
and  Infant  Clinics.  There  are  eight  Dental  Surgeons,  who 
provide  treatment  for  these  cases  at  the  School  Clinics  : Grove 
Place,  Morriston,  Cwmbwrla,  St.  Thomas,  Townhill,  Belle 
Vue  Street  and  Oystermouth.  Anaesthetics  are  administered 
by  one  or  other  of  the  Assistant  Medical  Officers. 

Mr.  H.  N.  Tiplady,  Senior  Dental  Surgeon,  reports  as 
follows  : — 

Dental  treatment  for  mothers  referred  by  the  Medical 
Officers  from  the  Ante-Natal  and  Infant  Clinics  is  provided 
at  all  clinics  : — Grove  Place,  Morriston,  Cwmbwrla,  Townhill, 
St.  Thomas,  Bellevue  Street,  and  Mumbles.  This  arrangement 
is  more  convenient  for  the  patients  as  it  does  not  entail  travelling 
long  distances  ; yet  it  is  not  possible,  on  this  account,  to  set 
apart  special  sessions  for  their  treatment  as  would  be  possible 
if  all  cases  were  referred  to  one  central  clinic.  I think  the 
present  system  is  more  advantageous,  for  although  it  is  some- 
times necessary  to  give  immediate  treatment,  special  times 
are  usually  set  apart,  in  a session,  for  these  patients. 

The  Medical  Officers  refer  all  mothers  from  the  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Clinics,  requiring  dental  treatment,  with  a 
note  to  the  Dental  Officer  ; if,  as  sometines  occurs,  patients 
attend  without  having  first  been  examined  by  the  doctor,  they 
are  asked  to  obtain  the  necessary  note,  as  soon  as  possible, 
so  that  the  treatment  can  be  proceeded  with. 

Patients  are  now  referred  from  the  Ante-Natal  clinics  at  an 
early  stage  of  pregnancy  and  it  is  then  possible  to  carry  out 
the  necessary  treatment  in  time  to  be  of  the  greatest  benefit 
both  during  pregnancy  and  the  post-natal  period.

Nursing  mothers  are  not  referred  unless  they  are  breast- 
feeding babies  of  three  months  or  under  ; or  unless  treatment 
is  specially  desired,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Medical  Officer.  Most 
of  the  post-natal  work  is  carried  out  for  previous  ante-natal 
patients  and  consists  largely  of  the  removal  of  functionless  teeth, 
conservative  treatment  (fillings),  the  fitting  of  artificial  dentures, 
where  necessary,  and  the  repair  of  dentures — 87  partial  and 
full  dentures  have  been  supplied  during  the  year  to  necessitous 
patients  at  hospital  prices  and  a few  are  supplied  by  private 
practitioners.  x\ll  patients  requiring  dental  treatment  are 
referred  by  note  from  the  Medical  Officer  in  charge  of  the 
Auxiliary  Clinic. 


In  the  treatment  of  patients  from  the  Ante-natal  Clinics 
septic  teeth  and  roots  are  removed,  the  remainder  scaled  and 
cleaned  to  eliminate  septic  foci  of  dental  origin  ; a little  con- 
servative treatment  (by  means  of  filling)  is  done,  but  usually 
of  a temporary  nature. 


The  number  of  mothers  referred  during  the  year  by  the 
Medical  Officers  from  the  clinics  was  734,  of  whom  672  were 
examined  by  the  Dental  Officers  and  611  received  treatment. 
13  of  these  were  referred  from  the  Auxiliary  Treatment  Centre, 
of  whom  11  received  treatment.

Maternity  Hospital  Accommodation. 

Rheanfa. 

This  Hospital  has  a recognised  accommodation  of  10  lying- 
in  beds,  3 labour  beds  and  1 isolation  bed.  On  an  average  16 
cases  a month  are  booked,  leaving  3 beds  vacant  for  ante-natal 
cases  or  outside  emergency  cases. 


Graig  House. 

The  recognised  accommodation  is  8 lying-in  beds,  1 labour 
bed,  and  1 isolation  bed.  About  12  cases  a month  are  booked, 
leaving  2 beds  vacant  for  ante-natal  or  emergency  work. 


Fairwood  Hospital. 

I reported  in  1935  that  one  ward  block  (12  beds)  at  this 
Hospital  was  appropriated  for  maternity  purposes.  It  is  used 
for  the  accommodation  of  mothers  convalescing  after  confine- 
ment at  Rheanfa  or  Graig  House.  Most  of  the  ante-natal  cases 
are  also  admitted,  but  no  mothers  are  confined  there. 


Tawe  Lodge. 

The  Maternity  Ward  at  Tawe  Lodge  Public  Assistance 
Institution  contains  3 lying-in  beds,  2 labour  and  2 isolation.

Unmarried  mothers  who  cannot  be  accommodated  at  their 
own  homes  are  admitted  to  Tawe  Lodge,  usually  some  weeks 
or  months  before  confinement,  and  they  are  detained  in  the 
wards  as  nursing  mothers  along  with  their  infants. 

17  of  these  mothers  were  confined  at  the  Institution  during 
1937. 

Maternal  Mortality. 

There  were,  according  to  the  Registrar  General’s  Returns, 
10  deaths  of  mothers  from  the  complications  of  pregnancy 
(excluding  deaths  not  classified  as  due  to  pregnancy).  This 
is  a maternal  mortality  rate  of  3.8  per  1,000  births,  as  compared 
with  6.7  for  the  previous  year.  The  maternal  mortality  rate 
for  England  and  Wales  is  3.1. 

The  reduction  in  the  maternal  mortality  rate  is  due  to  the 
reduction  of  toxaemias  of  pregnancy  and  this  reduction  may 
be  attributable  to  better  supervision  of  patients  during  the 
ante-natal  period.

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The  5 deaths  from  puerperal  fever  were  nursed  and  died  in 
Institution  (4  at  HiU  House  and  1 at  Penrhiwtyn).  The  3 cases 
of  haemorrhage  died  in  their  own  homes.

N otification  of  Births  Act. — 2572  births  were  notified  (2435 
living  births  and  137  still-births).  2551  of  the  births  were 
notified  by  Midwives.  2(>  by  Doctors  or  parents  and  1 by 
Registrar.  The  number  of  births  attended  by  Midwives  alone 
was  1986. 

Infant  Visiting. — The  Health  Visitors  paid  2,672  first  visits 
and  9,945  re-visits  to  children  under  one  year  of  age, 
and  13,955  visits  to  children  between  one  and  five  years;  a 
total  of  26,572  visits.  In  addition  3676  children  between  one 
and  five  years  of  age  were  also  seen  at  the  clinics. 
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Infant  Life  Protection.  (Part  1 of  the  Children  Act,  1908)  is 
administered  by  the  Health  Committee.  Public  notice  by 
advertisement,  drawing  attention  to  the  provisions  of  the  Act 
was  issued. 

The  work  has  been  merged  into  the  ordinary  work  of  the 
Health  Visitors  who  previous  to  the  transfer  under  the  Local 
Government  Act  kept  these  children  under  observation  as  part 
of  their  infant  welfare  work.  There  are  only  6 children  of  this 
category.

Orthopaedics. 

The  Centre  for  orthopaedic  work  is  at  Trinity  Place 
Clinic.  The  Clinic  was  established  by  the  Education  Committee, 
but  undertakes  the  care  and  treatment  of  children  under  school 
age.  The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  pay  the 
Education  Committee  on  the  basis  of  attendance.  The  cost  of 
operations,  surgical  boots  and  appliances  is  paid  for  direct  by  the 
respective  Committees. 

Mr.  Parker,  Consulting  Orthopaedic  Surgeon,  Prince  of 
Wales  Hospital,  Cardiff,  held  four  sessions  during  the  year.  The 
routine  medical  supervision  and  treatment  is  done  by  one  of  the 
Assistant  Medical  Officers,  Dr.  H.  R.  Tighe,  who  devotes  one 
session  per  week  to  the  work.  He  is  assisted  by  two  specially 
trained  orthopaedic  nurses,  who  devote  their  whole  time  to 
the  work.

After-care  of  Adolescent  Cripples  over  16  years  of  age, 

A proportion  of  the  crippling  of  childhood  is  permanent  in 
character  and  requires  permanent  care  and  supervision  to 
prevent  the  deformity  becoming  aggravated,  but  Education 
Authority  supervision  ceases  when  the  child  reaches  the  age  of 
sixteen.  The  cessation  of  supervision  over  this  type  of  crippling 
meant  that  much  of  the  improvement  achieved  during  pre-school 
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and  school  age  was  nullified  through  lack  of  continuity  par- 
ticularly  through  lack  of  facilities  for  obtaining  appliances. 
This  need  for  the  after  care  of  adolescent  crippling  was  reported 
to  the  Health  Committee  with  the  result  that  the  Council 
authorised  the  provision  of  continued  orthopaedic  facilities 
for  cripples  that  had  already  been  receiving  orthopaedic 
treatment  at  the  Clinic  during  childhood.

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LOCAL  GOVERNMENT  ACT.  CO-ORDINATION  OF  SERVICES. 

As  previously  reported,  consultations  have  been  proceeding 
with  the  General  Hospital  on  the  need  for  additional  Hospital 
accommodation  and  the  methods  of  meeting  the  need.  These 
negotiations  are  still  in  a stage  of  confidential  discussion  but 
out  of  them  has  emerged  the  appreciation  of  the  need  for  a 
wider  co-ordination  of  hospital  services  than  was  originally 
anticipated.  The  Hospital  Board  of  Management  appear  to  be 
prepared  to  accept  a large  measure  of  co-operation  with  Local 
Authorities  provided  it  is  on  a regional  basis.  The  Hospital 
representatives  have  pointed  out  that  Swansea  is  and  always 
has  been  the  natural  hospital  centre  for  Swansea  and  district 
and  they  have  obligations  both  to  the  subscribers  and  con- 
tributors living  in  the  areas  of  adjoining  local  authorities  of 
West  Wales. 

Before  the  full  extent  of  co-ordination  that  is  practicable 
Can  be  ascertained,  it  appears  that  it  whl  be  necessary  for 
Swansea  Council  and  the  Swansea  Hospital  to  consult  the 
adjoining  hospital  authorities  and  particularly  the  Glamorgan 
and  Carmarthenshire  County  Councils. 

It  has  been  previously  reported  that  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  submitted  a report  on  “ Development  and  Co-ordination 
of  Health  Services.”  Very  little  progress  has  been  made  with 
the  consideration  of  this  report,  mainly  for  the  reason  that 
the  Council  consider  that  future  policy  largely  depends  upon 
an  understanding  with  the  Swansea  General  Hospital. 
The  last  recommendation  of  the  report  was  : — ‘‘  that  the 
Council  consult  with  the  General  Hospital  to  ascertain  its 
proposals  for  the  development  of  Parc  Beck  and  put 
forward  a programme  for  the  erection  of  a new  supplementary 
general  hospital  of  150-200  beds,  inclusive  of  maternity 
accommodation,  to  replace  the  maternity  accommodation  now 
provided  at  Rheanfa,  Graig  House,  Fairwood,  Hill  House  and 
Tawe  Lodge.”

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315  examinations  gave  positive  evidence  of  Syphilis,  and 
581  of  Gonorrhoea. 


The  Methylene-blue  technique  for  assessing  milk  cleanliness 
was  adopted  as  it  is  now  officially  recognised,  and  it  appears 
to  be  efficient  and  practical,  and  is  less  costly  than  the  counting 
method. 

Diphtheria  remained  substantially  at  the  same  level  as  in 
1936.  Tuberculosis  shewen  some  diminution,  but  seven  milk 
samples  out  of  67  tested  yielded  Tubercle  Bacilli. 

A widespread  outbreak  of  mild  bacillary  dysentery  occurred 
in  the  latter  months  of  the  3^ear,  and  was  found  to  be  due  mainly 
to  the  Sonne  dysentery  bacillus,  though  a few  cases  of  Flexner 
infection  were  also  found. 

The  prevalence  of  intestinal  infections  both  in  Swansea  and 
further  afield  led  to  intensive  examinations  of  the  water  supply. 
The  usual  increase  in  bacterial  content  from  July  to  the  end  of 
the  j^ear  was  apparent,  but  no  bacteriological  evidence  of  actual 
contamination  by  d3^senter\'  or  enteric  bacilli  was  to  be  obtained. 

Of  all  the  work  detailed,  24%  was  done  on  behalf  of 
Practitioners  in  the  County  Borough,  and  the  remainder  for 
the  Public  Health  Department.

Tawe  Lodge. — The  number  of  beds  available  was  453, 
number  of  patients  admitted  1C09,  number  under  treatment 
January  1st,  1937,  314,  average  number  of  beds  occupied 
during  the  year  303,  number  under  treatment  at  the  end  of 
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the  year  1937,  281  ; 630  patients  were  in  hospital  for  less  than 
4 weeks,  279  four  to  thirteen  weeks,  and  116  over  thirteen 
weeks. 

Fairwood  Hospital. — The  number  of  beds  available  was  27, 
number  of  patients  admitted  531,  number  under  treatment, 
January  1st,  1937,  was  14,  at  the  end  of  the  year  16  ; 477  were 
in  hospital  for  less  than  four  weeks,  36  between  four  and  thirteen 
weeks,  16  for  over  thirteen  weeks.  The  531  patients  were  made 
up  of  10  rheumatism,  27  chorea,  2 heart,  tonsils  and  adenoids 
convalescent  19,  205  nursing  mothers,  158  babies,  105  ante- 
natal and  5 orthopaedic  cases.

Two  patients,  one  suffering  from  measles  and  one  from 
chicken  pox,  were  admitted  from  the  area  of  the  Swansea 
Port  Sanitary  Authority  in  accordance  with  the  agreement 
entered  into  between  the  Council  and  the  Port  Sanitary 
Authority. 
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In  addition  30  cases  were  admitted  from  adjoining 
■districts  : — 3 from  Gower  R.D.C.  (2  diphtheria  and  1 enteric 
fever)  and  23  diphtheria  and  2 erysipelas  from  Llwchwr  U.D.C. 

Ambulance  Facilities.  There  are  two  motor  ambulances 
maintained  by  the  Health  Committee  for  the  removal  of 
infectious  cases  ; they  are  garaged  at  the  HUl  House  Hospital, 
There  are  two  motor  ambulances  stationed  at  the  Central 
Police  Station,  maintained  by  the  Watch  Committee,  for  non- 
infectious  cases. 

There  are  no  special  arrangements  for  the  removal  of 
maternity  patients. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres.  No  additional  clinics  or 
treatment  centres  were  established  during  the  year. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES. 


Water  Supply. 

The  town  water  supply  is  obtained  from  the  Upper  and 
Lower  Lliw  Reservoirs  Velindre,  and  the  Cray  Reservoir  in 
Breconshire.  The  small  local  supplies  at  Cwmcyrnach  (Glais), 
Gelli  (Birchgrove),  and  Cwmllwyd  (Waunarlwydd),  taken  over 
from  the  Swansea  Rural  Sanitary  Authority  at  the  time  of 
the  extension  of  the  Borough  boundaries,  are  still  in  service. 
The  Blaennant  Ddu  Reservoir  is  still  empty. 

In  consequence  of  the  low  rainfall  during  this  year,  the 
total  storage  of  water  at  the  Reservoirs  fell  steadily  from  1385 
million  gallons  in  January  to  422  million  gallons  in  November. 
In  August  the  Water  Engineer  drew  the  attention  of  the  public 
to  the  need  for  economy  in  the  use  of  water,  there  was  no 
curtailment  of  the  general  supply,  but  on  18th  October,  notices 
were  inserted  in  the  local  press  imposing  restrictions  on  the 
use  of  hose  pipes  for  the  watering  of  gardens,  etc.,  and  the 
washing  down  of  vehicles,  garages,  etc. 

The  need  of  installing  a chlorination  plant  at  the  Lower 
Lliw  Reservoir  was  under  consideration  by  the  Water  Committee 
since  early  in  the  year.  In  November,  notifications  of  dysenteric 
diarrhoea  were  received  from  the  Mental  Hospital  and,  after 
enquiry  from  the  medical  practitioners  of  the  various  districts, 
it  was  ascertained  that  there  was  also  an  increased  prevalence 
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of  diarrhoea  in  the  districts.  The  bacteriological  analyses  of 
specimens  taken  from  both  the  Mental  Hospital  cases  and  from 
district  cases  showed  that  the  prevailing  illness  was  the  mild 
Sonne  type  of  dysentery. 

The  low  state  of  the  reservoirs,  the  prevalence  of  dysenteric 
diarrhoea  and  the  necessity  for  chloi'ination  of  the  Lliw  supply 
hastened  the  installation  of  chlorination  plants.  A chloramine 
plant  was  installed  at  the  Mental  Hospital  on  December  14th  of 
this  year  and  another  was  installed  at  the  Lliw  Reservoir  on 
January  4th,  1938. 

The  Council  also  resolved  to  engage  expert  opinion  to 
advise  generally  on  the  need  and  the  means  of  attaining  a higher 
standard  of  purity  of  all  their  water  supplies.

I am  indebted  to  the  Borough  Engineer  for  the  following 
statement  : — 

Steady  progress  was  maintained  during  the  year  1937  with 
the  completion  of  the  various  portions  of  the  works  contained 
in  the  Main  Drainage  Scheme.  The  works  in  the  current 
programme  in  the  scheme,  which  was  commenced  in  the  year 
1931,  comprise  two  main  divisions,  as  follows: — 

Part  I. 

Main  Trunk  Sewer. 

From  the  head  of  the  Borough  at  Clydach,  traversing  the 
Swansea  Valley  and  the  shore  of  Swansea  Ba}'  to  the  sea  outfall 
at  Mumbles  Head — length  approximatelv  1E|  miles. 

Part  II. 

Siibsidiary  (or  District)  Sewers. 

These  ai'e,  with  certain  e.xceptions,  mainly  situated  in  the 
areas  added  to  the  Borough  in  1918,  and  make  provision  for  the 
drainage  of  the  following  districts  : — 

(a)  Fforestfach  and  Waunarlwydd. 

(b)  Langland  Bay,  Newton,  and  Lower  Sketty. 

(c)  Clyne  Valley,  KiUay,  Dunvant,  and  Derwen  Fawr. 

(d)  Clydach,  Ynystawe,  and  Lower  Morriston. 

(e)  Port  Tennant,  St.  Thomas,  and  Old  Guildhall  Area. 

With  the  exception  of  the  last  named  group  (e)  the  whole 
ol  the  works  was  brought  to  completion  during  the  year  under 
review  and  put  into  commission. 

With  regard  to  the  last  named  group  (e),  viz.  ; — the  sewerage 
of  Port  Tennant,  St.  Thomas,  and  the  Old  Guildhall  Area, 
these  works  are  contained  in  a large  sewerage  contract  now 
proceeding,  and  make  provision,  amongst  other  things,  for  the 
discontinuance  of  discharging  sewage  from  the  Port  Tennant, 
St.  Thomas,  and  the  old  Guildhall  area  into  the  River  Tawe, 
and  for  conveying  the  same  into  the  Main  Trunk  Sewer  for 
discharge  into  the  Bristol  Channel  at  Mumbles  Head.  This 
contract,  which  was  commenced  in  Jul5^  1936,  will  probably 
be  completed  in  the  summer  of  1938,  and  the  Main  Drainage 
Scheme  as  approved  under  the  present  programme  of  works 
will  then  come  to  full  fruition.

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Public  Cleansing. 

The  arrangements  for  public  cleansing  are  the  same  as  for 
previous  years  except  that  horse  haulage  is  gradually  being 
replaced  by  mechanical  haulage.  36.9%  of  the  dry  house 
refuse  is  collected  by  mechanical  vehicles  and  63.1%  by  horse 
drawn  vehicles.  53,944  loads  (78.7%)  were  tipped  at  Port 
Tennant,  Clyne  Valley,  Gendros,  Morriston  Marsh,  Pentrechwyth 
Townhill,  Forest  Farm,  Cwm  Farm,  Ynistawe,  and  Tunnel 
Brickyard  and  14,729  loads  (21.3%)  burnt  at  the  refuse 
destructor. 

Refuse  from  earth  closets,  privies  and  cesspools  is  collected 
by  horse  drawn  drums,  and  tipped  on  special  night  soil  tips  at 
Forest  Farm,  Mayals,  Newton,  Talycoppa  Farm,  Wimmerfield, 
Derwen  Fawr,  Wern  Kent,  Ynistawe  and  Mynydd  Newydd. 

6,301  loads  were  deposited  during  the  year.  The  tips  are 
treated  by  covering  with  dry  earth. 

14,607  loads  of  road  sweepings  were  deposited  on  tips.

No  special  action  was  taken  with  a view  to  the  abatement  of 
nuisances  from  smoke  in  the  area. 


SWIMMING  BATHS. 

There  are  two  swimming  baths  in  the  Borough. 

One  of  these,  which  is  privately  owned  by  the  Swansea 
Baths  and  Laundries  Company,  consists  of  two  enclosed  baths. 
The  water  is  pumped  from  the  sea  to  a settling  tank  which  has 
a capacity  of  two  and  a half  baths.  The  water  is  filtered 
through  a thin  coke  filter  on  entering  this  tank.  The  tank 
takes  about  three  days  to  fill,  pumping  being  possible  only  at 
certain  states  of  the  tide.  The  intake  is  in  Swansea  Bay,  some 
4 or  5 feet  from  the  bottom,  and  a few  hundred  yards  from  the 
high  water  mark.  The  baths  are  emptied  once  weekly  when 
they  are  scrubbed  out,  and  re-filled  from  the  settling  tank. 
A little  water  is  also  run  off  on  other  days  and  replaced  by 
water  from  the  tank  or  from  the  town  mains.  A chlorine 
re-agent  “ Voxsan  " is  added  to  the  water  in  the  baths  daily. 
The  water  is  heated  by  blowing  steam  into  it  at  the  deep  ends 
of  the  baths. 
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The  other  public  bath  or  swimming  pool  is  situated  in 
Morriston  Park,  and  is  owned  by  the  Swansea  Corporation. 
This  is  an  open  air  pool,  but  the  water  is  heated  so  as  to  raise 
it  some  degrees  in  temperature.  This  bath  is  open  from  May 
to  September.  It  is  emptied  every  Sunday,  scrubbed  out  and 
re-filled  with  water  from  the  town  mains.  A chlorine  re-agent 
is  added  to  the  water.

HOUSING  ACT,  1935— OVERCROWDING. 

Appointed  Days. 

The  Minister  of  Health  issued  an  Order  fixing  January  1st, 
1937,  as  the  “ Appointed  Day  ” under  Section  6,  which  directs 
that  as  from  the  expiration  of  six  months  from  the  appointed 
day,  every  rent  book  shall  contain  a summary  in  the  prescribed 
form  of  certain  specified  provisions  of  the  Act  and  a statement 
of  the  “ permitted  number  ” and  imposes  the  duty  upon  the 
local  authority,  upon  application  of  the  landlord  or  occupier, 
to  inform  the  applicant  in  writing  of  the  “ permitted  number.’' 


Survey  of  Working  Class  Houses  for  “ Permitted  Number.” 


As  stated  in  last  year’s  report  a temporary  staff  was 
engaged  in  1936  for  the  purpose  of  the  overcrowding  survey. 
The  staff  enumerated  39,705  dwellings,  but  only  measured 
6,774.  The  staff  was  retained  until  April,  1937,  so  as  to  com- 
plete the  measurements  and  ascertain  the  permitted  numbers 
for  the  remainder.

Overcrowding  Offences. 

July  1st,  1937,  was  fixed  by  the  Minister  as  the  “ Appointed 
Day  ” under  Section  59  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  relating  to 
offences.  No  offences  were  ascertained  during  the  year. 


Eradication  of  Bed  Biigs. 

Since  August,  1935,  the  Housing  Committee  have  had  in 
their  part  time  service  a person  who  had  gained  experience 
abroad  in  methods  of  eradicating  bugs.  The  preliminary  work, 
the  removal  of  woodwork,  skirtings,  picture  rails,  architraves, 
and  the  stripping  of  walls,  etc.,  is  undertaken  by  the  Workshop 
Department  of  the  Corporation  and  the  Disinfestor  then  applies 
his  vermicine  spray.  It  is  claimed  that  by  this  method  con- 
siderable abatement  of  the  trouble  has  been  attained,  but 
experience  also  shows  that  it  is  not  a complete  method  of 
dealing  with  the  problem. 

Since  August,  1935,  to  the  end  of  December,  1937, 
approximately  250  Council  houses  were  dealt  with  in  this  way. 

The  method  of  disinfestation  for  non-Council  houses 
employed  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  is  the  removal  of  wood- 
work, skirtings,  picture  rails,  architraves  and  the  stripping  of 
walls,  etc.,  the  use  of  sulphur  aided  b}^  vermicides.  The 
number  of  cases  dealt  with  was  small. 

Since  the  commencement  of  the  work  of  removal  of  tenants 
from  Slum  Clearance  properties  to  the  new  municipal  houses, 
the  belongings  of  tenants  have  been  disinfested  by  Cyanide 
(Zyklon)  fumigation  in  a specially  constructed  furniture  van  which 
was  purchased  for  the  purpose.  The  work  is  done  by  a member 
of  the  staff  of  the  Isolation  Hospital  who  has  been  specially 
trained  and  he  is  assisted  by  two  other  men.  The  work  is 
supervised  by  trained  Sanitary  Inspectors.  The  fumigation  of 
the  belongings  of  the  first  50  houses  was  undertaken  by  the 
London  Fumigation  Compan}'  and  the  local  staff  was  traim.'d 
during  that  time. 
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Bed  and  bedding  are  subjected  to  steam  disinfection  in  the 
Washington  Lyon  Steam  Disinfector  of  the  Isolation  Hospital. 
The  C3^anide  Fumigation  is  done  in  the  sealed  furniture  van, 
also  at  the  Isolation  Hospital. 

The  work  of  removal  commences  at  seven  in  the  morning 
and  by  the  evening  of  the  same  day  the  disinfested  belongings 
are  delivered  to  the  new  houses  ready  for  use  that  night. 

So  far  no  measures  have  been  taken  b}^  way  of  supervising 
or  educating  the  tenants  to  prevent  the  infestation  or  re-infes- 
tation of  their  premises.

I am  indebted  to  the  Borough  Engineer  for  the  following 
statement  ; — 

“ The  past  year  has  seen  further  progress  in  Town  and 
Country  Planning  in  the  County  Borough  of  Swansea. 

Planning  Scheme  No.  1 (9460  acres)  is  now  in  operation 
having  been  approved  by  the  Minister  of  Health  and  after  having 
been  laid  before  both  Houses  of  Parliament. 

Planning  Scheme  No.  2 has  been  submitted  to  the  Minister 
of  Health  for  approval.  This  Scheme  embraces  2233  acres. 

It  is  intended  that  the  Draft  Scheme  for  Planning  Scheme 
No.  3 will  be  presented  for  adoption  by  the  Council  in  the 
course  of  a few  months.  The  area  of  Scheme  No.  3 is  286.50 
acres. 

The  Minister  of  Health  has  appi'oved  resolutions  to  Plan 
further  areas,  at  Mumbles  (24  acres)  to  be  known  as  Planning" 
Scheme  No.  4,  at  Landore,  Manselton,  Morriston  and  Bwllfa 
(2872  acres)  to  be  known  as  Planning  Scheme  No.  5,  and  at 
Llansamlet,  Birchgrove,  Glais  and  Heol-las  (3486  acres)  to  be 
known  as  Planning  Scheme  No.  6. 

It  will  be  seen  that  three-quarters  of  the  area  of  the  Borough 
is  covered  by  Planning  control. 

The  Council’s  representatives  have  attended  regularly  the 
meetings  of  the  Glamorgan  Joint  Regional  Advisory  Planning 
Committee,  of  which  the  Council  is  a member  and  much  valuable 
co-operation  work  has  been  done  between  neighbouring 
authorities. 

It  is  very  pleasing  to  note  that  the  outside  authorities  are 
now  taking  steps  to  prepare  Planning  Schemes  for  their  areas 
but  there  are  still  one  or  two  who  have  not  moved  in  the  matter 
up  to  the  present. 

It  is  very  pleasing  also  to  note  that  the  owners  of  land 
are  now  consulting  with  the  Planning  Department  before 
commencing  to  let  land  for  development.  Much  overlapping 
can  be  avoided  if  consultations  take  place  early  and  a better 
understanding  reached  as  to  types  and  character  of  develop- 
ment in  the  various  parts  of  the  Borough.”

Swansea  Sea  Fisheries  Area  extends  from  Worms  Head  to 
Skurry  Point,  near  Porthcawl,  and  under  the  Swansea  Oyster 
and  Mussel  Fisheries  Order,  1931,  the  South  Wales  and  Swansea 
District  Fisheries  Committee  are  the  grantees  and  they 
administer  the  provisions  of  the  Order,  which  includes  cockles. 


(1)  Oysters. — Oyster  beds  exist  in  various  parts  of  the 
sea-bed  within  the  areas  administered  under  the  Order  and  are 
dredged  from  time  to  time  by  licensed  oyster  dredgermen.  An 
area  extending  from  Oystermouth  Castle  to  Mumbles  Head 
around  the  old  outlet  of  the  Mumbles  sewer  is  a prohibited  area. 
The  Road  Haul  situated  within  this  area  is  preserved  as  a 
breeding  ground  for  oysters.  Samples  taken  from  the  beds  are 
periodically  bacteriologically  examined  at  the  Beck  Laboratory, 
and  have  not  been  reported  contaminated.  There  has  been  no 
necessity  to  take  any  action  under  the  Public  Health  Cleansing 
of  Shell  Fish  .Act,  1932.  There  are  laying  or  perches  on  the 
fore-shore  at  Southend,  Mumbles,  and  samples  taken  from  the 
perches  when  bacteriologically  examined  have  proved  satis- 
factory. 


The  oysters  are  sold  at  a local  fish  restaurant  in  Mumbles 
and  some  are  also  sent  to  a wholesale  oyster  house  in  Pudding 
Lane,  London. 


The  source  of  oysters  that  are  imported  into  the  district 
are  Brightlingsea  and  Whitstable.  As  consumption  is  almost  ' 
immediate,  there  has  been  no  necessity  for  oysters  from  these 
outside  sources  to  be  re-laid  until  required  by  customers. 


Mussels. — Mussels  are  gathered  from  various  points  within 
Swansea  Bay  and  are  beyond  the  reach  of  pollution,  with  the 
exception  of  a small  area  near  the  harbour  mouth  and  around 
the  drain  outfall  of  Langland  Bay,  the  latter  are  prohibited 
areas.  The  locally  gathered  mussels  are  sold  by  local  itinerants. 
Imported  mussels  come  from  North  Devon,  River  Exe,  South 
Devon,  Ireland,  and  the  Burry  Estuary. 


Cockles. — Considerable  quantities  of  cockles  are  gathered 
in  Swansea  Bay.  No  cockle  beds  exist  in  any  area  within  reach 
of  pollution.  Considerable  quantities  of  cockles  from  Pembrey, 
Ferrj'-side,  Laugharne  and,  occasionally,  Oxwich,  are  sold  in  the 
shell  or  as  meats  in  the  town.
